Not until Dec. 4, 1941* three days be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, did Mr. Hoover send 
out a memorandum saying, “In the future 
no communications will be addressed to 
the International Police Commission, 
whose present location is Berlin, Ger- 
many.” * r ,Vf '• 

The documents were released under a 
Freedom of Information request by the 
National Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment and Social Justice, an arm of the 
Church* of Scientology. The church is try-, 
ing to document the works of Interpol.
